DETAILED ACTION 

Notice to Applicant 

1 . This communication is in response to the RCE filed on 11/1 3/09. Claims 1,8, 10 
and 12-13 have been amended. Claims 1-8 and 10-20 are pending. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8 and 10-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance and in light of Applicant arguments, particularly Pages 10-11. 

The closest prior art of record Warady et al. (6,067,522) discloses health and 
welfare benefit enrollment and billing system and method. 

Joao (7,305,347) discloses apparatus and method for providing employee 
benefits and /or employee benefits information. 

However, the combination of Warady and Joao does not disclose/ suggest 
"wherein the web-based managed care transaction system provides a personal 
healthcare network for each member, the personal healthcare network comprising the 
member, at least one employer, and at least one health provider; wherein the personal 
healthcare network facilitates secure communication of healthcare- related information 
therethrough; and wherein the web-based managed care transaction system limits 
communication of the member's healthcare-related information to selected parties of the 
personal healthcare network of the member", as recited in independent claims 1,12 and 
13 above.

Claims 2-8, 1 0 and 1 4-20 incorporate the features of claims 1,12 and 1 3 through 
their dependencies, and are also allowed for the same reasons given above.
